H.  L.  TEVIS  (D.)  A beautiful  shade  of 
salmon-rose,  suffused  with  old  gold  shading  to 
apricot.  50c. 

^GLADYS  SHERWOOD  (H.  C.)  An  immense 
cream  white  blossom.  One  of  the  finest  garden 
flowers.  Very  free,  and  the  enormous  blooms 
are  held  erect  on  strong  stems.  75c. 

* HELEN  DURNBAUGH  (H.  C.)  Delicate  blush, 
deepening  rapidly  toward  the  center  to  an  in- 
tense, soft  glowing  pink;  blooms  medium  to 
large.
